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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention, where the species are separated into three distinct groups each group having 
several embodiments. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1. 

The species of Group 1 are as follows: 

Species I - the embodiment of figure 2 having rails; 
Species II - the embodiment of figure 3 having cables. 
The species of Group 2 are as follow: 
Species X - the embodiment of figures 1 2-1 3; 
Species XI - the embodiment of figures 14-15; 
Species XII - the embodiment of figures 16-17; 
Species XIII - the embodiment of figures 18-19; 
Species XIV - the embodiment of figures 20-21 ; 
Species XVI - the embodiment of figures 22-23; 
Species XVII - the embodiment of figures 24-25; 
Species XVIII - the embodiment of figures 26-27; 
Species XIX - the embodiment of figures 28,29,30. 
The species of Group 3 are as follows: 
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Species XX - the embodiment of figure 31 relating the orientation of the shielding 
elements; 

Species XXI - the embodiment of figure 32 relating to the orientation of the 
shielding elements.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
